‘movement filled in the time by disclosing their

Robert Lindblom was asked by the Sunday- 
school Superintendent what kind of a speaker 
President W. T. Baker of the Board of Trade 
woulld make on the “Citizens’” stump.

HIS BOOM GROWS APACE. 


LAKE VIEW DEMOCRATS GIVE HAR- 
RISON A ROUSING RECEPTION, 


An Enthusiastic Meeting in Lincoln Tarner- 
Hall Passes Resolutions Indorsing Him 
and Denouncing His Enemy, the Junior 
Democratic Organ—He Makes a Ring- 
ing Speeeh, Which Calls Forth Great 
Applause—The Afternoon Demonstra- 
tion at the Stock- Yards. 


The enthusiasm among Democrats for Car- 
ine Tharelacm dace uch Masixieh. while the op- 
position to Cregier and the City-Hall banditti 
becomes intensified as the canvass advances. 
Since the first meeting held at Apollo Hall on 
Blue Island avenue up to the gathermmg last 
night at Lincoln Turner-Hall, Diversey street 

and Sheffield avenue, Carter has been growing 
nightly more combative and bitter, and the 
thousands that have listened to him seemed to 
be most delighted when he was most aggres- 
sive, 

This cumulative anger of the Democracy 
that does not fatten on taxes and municipal 
pap reached the explosive point last night in 
the Twenty-sixth Ward in Lake View. Carter 
was caustic and defiant in his speech, but he 
was too mild for the audie which was one 
of the most solid and representative that he 
has yet addressed. 

The following resolutions were offered from 
the audience by Lawyer McGrath and adopted 
by the entire audience rising and cheering vo- 
eHerously :

Mayor of Chicago, which he dignified by his in- 
or for a long period of yearsin the past, 


Wauereas, The Hon. Carter H. Harrison, in 
obedience to the demand made upon him, has re- 
luctantly emerged from private life to champion 
the cause of the people in their efforts to redeem 
this city from the grasp of the most merciless, 
corrupt, and dangerous political machine that 
has ever held sway in Chicago, and as their cham- 
pion has announced himself as a candidate for 
Mayor; therefore, 

Resolved,’That in the Hon. Carter H. Harrison 
we have a citizen and a leader who is more than 
worthy of the confidence of Chicago. That all 
friends of honest and economical government 
sbould rally to his support and encourage him as 
the champion of their cause. For eight years he 
gave his time, energy, and talents to 
the City of Chicago. His ability and 
leadership owere never used to trail 
Chicago’s honor in the dust, but were used to 
raise Chicago’s standard higher and higher, until 
it excited the admiration of the world. We deem 
it to be the duty of every citizen, and of taxpay- 
ers especially, to use every legitimate means to 
secure the election of Carter H. Harrison as the 
next Mayor of Chicago and request that all who 
are in favor of his election will, without fail, 
attend the primaries and vote for him. 


Denounced the Junior Organ, 

Resolutions were also adopted denouncing 
the policy of the junior Democratic organ in 
making “personal and malevolent attacks 
upon various respected representatives of the 
Democratic party,’”? among whom were cited 
George W. Peck, now Democratic Governor 
of Wisconsin, Michael McInerny, and Sol Van 
Praag, in the latter two instances imperiling 
the chances of John M. Palmer for election as 
United States Senator. 

The course the paper is at present pursuing 
in its attacks upon Carter Harrison, the reso- 
lutions further say, is prompted by “‘ motives 
of Demons spite and enmity.’”’ .The article 
printed in the junior organ yesterday morn- 
ing is denounced as being “ cruel, brutal, and 
inhuman—a falsehood of the basest type.”’. It 
was also resolved that it is the duty of every 

Democrat to boycott J. 0. until it 
has “* made reparation to the Democracy of 

Illinois and the Hon. Carter H. Harrison.” 

The large hall and gallery were well filled, 
and contained probably 1,200 persons. The 
meeting was called to order by Dr. J. R. 
Brandt, County Commissioner, and, on mo- 
tion, Leo Austrian, President of the Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior Transportation 
company, was called to the chair. George 
Irving was elected Secretary. There were 
several ladies in the audience. So ‘was the 
bald-headed stuffed eagle there, and assome one 
had placed a little American flag in each of 
his claws he looked prouder and more defiant 
than ever. 

Carter commenced by denouncing the pro- 
posed scheme to stuff the ballot-boxes at the 
Democratic primaries for Uregier, and then 
shouted in ringing tones to the City-Hall 
gang:

ANTI-CATHOLIC CRUSADE IN ST, LOUIS.

Protestant Ministers and Laymen Form a 
Secret Political Organization. 

Sr. Louis, Mo.,’ March 7.—[Special. ]—The 
religious denominations of the city are about 
to be plunged into a fight in which much bit- 
terness of feeling is certain to be involved. 
The trouble is of political origm and the 
Burchards of the cloth have once more stirred 
up a mess by entering the forbidden realm of 
politics. The Protestant ministers have be- 
come alarmed at the growing encroachments 
of the Catholics in the. municipal affairs of 
the city. Mayor Noonan is a Catholic, the 
Board of Public Improvements has a 
number of Catholic’ members, two- 
thirds of thg local assembly is Catholic, 
and« even the School Board has 
eight to ten well-defined Catholic members. 
The approaching election has brought out a 
host of Catholic candidates and so some 
divine called asecret meeting of all the repre- 
sentative Protestant ministers of the city, to- 
gether with prominent laymen, to devise 
means to counteract the growing Catholic in- 
fluence. So fearful were the managers of the 
meeting that something would leak out that 
they did not issue written invitations, but ex- 
tended verbal requests to be present to all 
those whom it was desired to have at the 
meeting. Those present were then obligated 
by oath not to reveal what had occurred. 

The dark-lantern conference was held in 
the study of Dr. Ford of the Second Baptist 
Church and was largely attended. It was 
shown that the Catholics were working and 
voting as a unit, and, although in a minority, 
were nevertheless in practical control of the 
Municipal Government. Know-Nothing litera-

MICHIGAN STATE OFFICIAL ARRESTED. 


Thomas M. Wilson of Lansing Charged 
with Embezzlement. 

Lanstne, Mich., March 7.—All Lansing was 
stirred up this morning when Thomas M. 
Wilson was arrested on a warrant containing 
six counts, charging him with embezzlement 
of State funds. He has for fourteen years 
been a member of the State Board of Audi- 
tors, and thé charges contain amvunts aggre- 
gating $1,550, the period of peculation extend- 
ing back over a period of two years. The 
complaint is made by Secretary of State 
Soper. For several years the money for rent 
of a building owned by the State and 
formerly occupied by State officers has 
been paid to him, and for two years he 
has not turned itin. When arrested he was

CHANGING THE ETHIOPIAN’S SKIN. 


An Attempt to Demonstrate That Man's 
Original Color Was Not Dark. 

Philadelphia Record: ‘The scientific world 
is curiously awaiting the results of an experi- 
ment now being made by Dr. John Ege, a 
prominent physician of Reading, Pa. If suc- 
cessful Dr. Ege expects to accomplish the 
miracle of turning the negro white and the 
white man black. He will also establish, 
at the same ‘time, the original color 
of mankind. The process by which 
the wonderful revolution in changing the color 
of the skins of the human family is to be 
brought about is by skin-grafting, an opera- 
tion which has teen. known and performed 
throughout the civilized world for ages, but 
which Dr. Ege, by his experiments, hopes and 
expects to very materially advance. 

He has been treating for some time Joel 
Saul, a young man residing at No. 239 Mul- 
berry ‘street, Reading, who for over 
two. years. has. been troubled with an 
obstinate ulcer, invél¥ing almost the en- 
tire lower portion of the left leg. Asa 
last resort to effect a permanent cure he de- 
cided upon graftmg anew skin onthe sore 
leg. Having obtained permission from Mr. 
Saul to graft the skin of acolored man it 
opened up to him an opportunity for experi- 
ment which he had long been looking for, and 
he at once entered into the project with a 
spirit and zeal born of a determination to ad- 
vance the cause of science if possible. After 
considerable effort he, finally, by the aid of 
money, secured.two healthy uegroes of 
ebony black, who consented to = 
with a certain portion of ir 
skins, and the process of grafting, under both 
of the prescribed methods, was accomplished. 
To await the result of the operation, and to 
watch for any change in the color of the black 
skin, was attended with considerable anxiety 
on his patt; and when, after a few days of 
patient watching, he was rewarded by observ- 
ing that the skin of the black was gradually 
but surely turning white, he at once deter- 
mined to further pursue his scientific investi- 
— and ascertain if it was possible to

Accordingly Tuesday last he secured James 
Lewis, a healthy n of 35 years, who con- 
sented to undergo the operation for the bene- 
fit of science. doctor used a large knife 
resembling the blade of a razor, and cut bare 
onthe negro’s arm a & two inches by 
th uarters of an inch. In this place he 
planted twelve pieces of skin from his own 
arm and twenty-five pieces from the arm of 
an intimate friend. ‘The wound was examined 
yesterday for the first time since the opera- 
tion and a photograph | taken. The ingrafted 
skin appeared whiter than before, possibly by 
contrast, and it will require go oh gs Copa or 
o days longer to determine what the result 


will be. 

Should the color change to correspond with 
the black’s skin, the doctor will pursue his 
investigation still further, and the intermixing 
of the skius of the Caucasian and Mongolian 
will be his next attempt. 

Dr. Ege says: “If this white ingrafted skin 
cont:nues to grow and remain white on the 
black man’s arm it will show the constancy of 
the white race as well as the originality of 
color. Should white skin thus in 
change to black, scientists could argue tifat 
black was the original color of mankind.”

MISSIONARY WORK IN FOREIGN LANDS, 


How the Protestants of the English Race 
Are Spreading the Gospel. 

New Yors, March 7.—A summary of statis- 
tics compiled by the American Board of For- 
eign Missionaries gives the following compre- 
hensive view of Protestant missionary work 
as it stood at the beginning of this year:

A “BICYCLE” ELEVATED RAILROAD. 


James G, Chandler’s Invention on Exhibi- 
tion at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 

There is on exhibition in the Grand Pacific 
Hotel a model of an elevated road that seems 
to avoid some of the imperfections of elevated 
roads in present use, It is called the “ bi- 
cycle ” road, and is the invention of James G. 
Chandler, an architect of Racine, Wis. 

It runs on asingle raii with two guide rails 
two feet above and parallel with the main 
rail, these with the trusses making a V-shaped 
trough for the teacksS to run in. The track 
made of iron, is open and light, is supported 
on a single line of posts, and does not obstruct 
light any more.than @ number of telephone or 
telegraph wires. The trucks consist of two 
wheels, one behind the other, the same as the 
safety bicycle, with two guide rails on either 
side running flatwise against and under a 
flanged rail. The flange extends inward and 
over the wheels, making it absolutely impos- 
sible for the car to fly the track. Each truck 
has an inclosed frame made large enough to 
receive a thirty horse-power motor. Another 
feature of this road is the short turns it will 
make with safety. It is claimed it will turn 
a forty-five-foot car around a twenty-foot 
radius,

THE HEAVIEST LOCOMOTIVE. 
——— 


Built at the Baldwin Works for the New 
. St. Clair Tunnel Service. 


Philadelphia Ledger: A monster locomo- 
tive, the heaviest. ever built in America, stood 
on the Reading railroad tracks at Pennsylva- 
nia avenueand Fifteenth street yesterday after- 
noon. Early next week it will be shipped to 
the St. Clair Tunnel company, for which’ the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works have built four of 
the same kind. 

The monster of steel had steam up and had 
been tested. It looked as if, when once 
started, nothing could stop it vn its way. This 
huge locomotive ‘is the heaviest ever turned 
out by the Baldwin Locomotive Works, the 
heaviest ever built in America, and, so far as 
knowa bythe company that built it, the 
heaviest single locomotive ever built in the 
world. Each of the four locomotives is ex- 

and guaranteed by the builders to haul 
a load of 760 gross tons of cars and lading up 
a grade of 105 feet to the mile. This is equiva- 
lent to a train of twenty-five or thirty loaded 
freight-cars. 

The St. Clair Tunnel company, for which 
the locomotives have been built, controls the 
line of railroad running through the tunnel 
under the St. Clair River. It is near the junc- 
tion of the St. Clair River with Lake Huron,’ 
and connects the Towns of Port Sarnia, Onta- 
rio, and Port Huron, Mich. The line of rail-

THE ENGLISH BACCARAT SCANDAL. 

A desperate attempt is being made in En- 
gland to hush up the baccarat scandal, whether 
as a matter of civil law or of military inquiry, 
as it affects the Prince of Wales and an officer 
of high rank, Sir William Gordon Cummihg, 
besides numerbdus other shining lights of the 
British aristocracy. The scandal occurred at 
Tranby Croft, where the Prince and Cumming 
were playing baccarat with other guests for 
high stakes. The allegation is that Cumming 
was detected in cheating upon more than one 
occasion by dropping additional counters 
upon the table when he saw that his side was 
going towin. The Prince was one of the 
merry gamblers upon this occasion and those 
who had detected Cumming in his trickery 
conferred with him as to what steps should be 
taken. As the result of the conference the 
following secret memorandum was drawn up 
by Cumming’s friends, signed by him, and 
placed in the hands of the Prince: 


In consideration of the promise anade by the 
gentlemen whose names are subscribed to pre- 
serve silence with reference to an accusation 
which has been made in regard to my conduct at 
baccarat on the nights of Monda d Tuesday, 
the 8th and 9th September, 1890, at Tranby Croft, 
T willon my part solemnly undertake never to 


play cards again as long as I live. 
WILLIAM Gorpon CUMMING.

They regard 
the votes cast for the Liberal ticket and unre- 
‘stricted reciprocity with the “States” as 
virtually meaning a desire for union with the 
great Republic. Commercial union they all 
declared was the preliminary step to political 
union, 

The Tories in Canada made the sdme issue. 
‘With one voice they cried aloud that all men 
who. voted for commercial also voted for po- 
litical union, as the latter was the natural se- 
quence of the former. If it be assumed asa 
fact, as charged by the Tories of both Canada 
and England, that those who voted for com- 
mercial union are willing to accept political 
union rather than lose the enormous benefits 
of free trade with this country then it follows 
that almost half the people of Canada virtual- 
ly have voted for annexation to this Republic. 
This is a startling result. So far from the elec- 
tion demonstrating the unconditional loyalty 
of Canada to Britain, as claimed by the Lon- 
don Lory press, it proves that half the voters 
prefer union and free trade with the United 
States to loyalty to England and noninter- 
course with the Republic. 


DO NOT THE DEMOCRATS WANT A NAVY! 

During the next Presidential campain the 
Democrats will have a great deal to say about 
“Republican extravagance,” They are’ be- 
ginning airéady t6 worry over what they call 
the -“ wastefulness”’ of the Fifty-first Con- 


gress. 

One of their grounds of complaint is that 
while the Fiftieth Congress, which had a 
Democratic House, appropriated $41,600,000 
for the navy and $5,100,000 for fortifications, 
the Fifty-first Congress appropriated $55,600,- 
000 for the first-mentioned purpose and 
$8,000,000 for thé second—fourteen millions 
more for the navy and nearly three more for 
fortifications. ° 

While Mr. Cleveland was President and 
Mr. Whitney Secretary of the Navy the Dem- 


ocrats v®ted large sums to build war-ships, | 


and bragged of the navy they were building 
up. Do they think that by building a few 
cruisers they have done everything that is nec- 
esssary to provide this country with a fleet? 
Do they wish the work to stop where they 
dropped it, and are they jealous of the Repub- 
licans because the latter are building not 
merely cruisers, but line-of-battle ships which 
will not fear to stand up against any vessels 
England has, and will be immensely superior 
to mostof them? If these are§ the fhotives 
which actuate them they have not a drop of, 
patriotic blood in their veins. They are un- 
worthy to be called Americans. 

These larger appropriations for naval pur- 
poses mean merely that the Republicans have 
a keener appreciation of the needs of the 
country than the Democrats. They are more 
anxious for the preservation of its dignity 
and safety, even if it does cost a little money. 
The same is true of the increased appropria- 
tions for fortifications. ‘whe Republicans are 
very desirous to protect the seaboard cities 
from .any danger. They do not view 
with indifference even the remotest pos- 
sibility of a hostile fleet shelling or 
ransoming New York or any other 
city. The Government is turning out guns 
now of sufficient caliber to make it unpleas- 
antly warm forany vessels which may approach 
an American port with unfriendly designs. 
That being the case, why not mount some of 
them at necessary points on the Atlantic, Pa- 
cific; and Gulf coasts and on the Canadian 
frontier? | 

Ht takes a long time to build a big armor- 
clad. Guns can be mounted in a compara- 
tively short time. Can the Democrats give 
any good reason why the latter should not be 
done, even if it costs alittle money? Were 
they in power and it occurred to them it is 
possible they might do it. Why are they such 
bigoted, narrow partisans that they find fault 
with others for defending the country? 


“DEMAND A LARGER SHARE.” 

The watchword of the labor leaders in this 
country is now said to be, ‘‘ Demand a larger 
share of the capital you produce.” No one 
can find fault with workingmen for getting as 
large a portion as possible provided they try 
for it in a peaceable and otherwise constitu- 
tional way; but it does not by any means fol- 
low that the demand here quoted is a just one 
or that it can be conceded. A study of the 
facts shows that the average employer of 
labor does not obtain more than his fair share, 
and that in the lower half of the scale there 
are thousands of bosses who find it all they 
can do to make both ends meet. The fact 
that a comparatively few employers reap large 
returns from the investment of their capital 
and unusual shrewdness in its management is 
no more@ proof that the average profit on a 


| business is too large thai isthe obtaining of 


wages paid in one trade will give the workers 
at that craft an advantage Over the rest of the 


community, but thatsueh adwantage is lost the 
moment the advancé }s made general, because 
the i cost of the articles produced 
must be paid for out of, the higher wages, 
leaving the situation of any one worker with 
respect to his feliows substantially the same 
as at first. Ef the income of everybody in the 
country were increased in astated proportion, 
say by the addition of 10 per cent, the cost of 
the things that are purchased with that in- 


come must rise in about the same ratio, and if 


a few rich men areexce from the arrange- 
ment but an infinitesimal difference will there- 
by be produced in the general average. The 
same remark may be made with reference to 
the fictitious rise in prices all round which 
some have expected would result from the 
adoption of a stumptail ellver dollar worth 
only 75 cents in place of the honest dollar that 
is worth 100 cents. 


CHICAGO AND CENTRAL AMERICA. 

The last two or three days have brought 
some important items of news bearmg on the 
prospect of reciprocal trade relations between 
the United States and the tropical and sub- 
tropical countries of this continent. The mat- 
ter is of especial interest. to Chicago, as it 
promises to be an element of uo small magni- 
tude in the future business of this city. Cen- 
tral America is to be brought within five days 
of the head of Lake Michigan. With only one 
exception all of its States have ports on the 
Caribbean Sea, which are capable of being 
made important commercial centers, and they 
are now to have the opportunity of frequent 
and direct communication * with New Orleans, 
and via that port with Chicago. The Pacific 
Mail Steampship company is making ar- 
rangements to place,a special line on the 
Caribbean Sea, to run along the Central 
American coast and connect its principal 
ports with the varioug railroad termini near 
the mouth of the Mississippi. Probably it will 
not be long ere it takes in the West India 
Islands as well, and helps to pour their treas- 
ures into the lap of the American citizen in 
return forhis surplus products for which he 
wants a wider market than exists today. 

Even this is, however, but a part of the be- 
ginning. Tus Tarsune of Thursday contained 
a report of a plap already on foot for bringing 
in a practical manner the advantages of reci- 
procity before the peoples of Mexico and the 
American Republics further south. The IIli- 
nois Central has decided to send a couple of 
intelligent representatives on a mission to 
those lands, which will no longer be far off 
except in a geographical sense. These mis- 
sionaries will occupy somesix months or more 
in disseminating over a trip of 25,000 miles a 
mass of information that will be highly useful 
in developing the reciprocal trade of the fut- 
ure. Among other things they will show 
and try to convince the people that 
New Orleans is the largest, safest, and 
best port on the Gulf of Mexico, 
and more convenient besides, being a better 
port than Tampa, which is about as far from 
New York as New Orleansis from Chicago. 
The latter port is especially situated so as to 
be the most_natural and convenient seacoast 
focus for the trade of the west coast of South 
America after the completion of the canal 
across the neck of land that connects the two 
great sections of the continent. Aji this will 
be duly set forth by the commissioners, 
who will also tell their hearers that the great 
Mississippi Valley .includes nearly half the 
population of the United States and raises 
about two-thirds of the grain and live stock 
produced in the country, besides a large part 
of the cotton and an important percentage of 
the iron and coal, 

The p2ople of South and Central America 
need the breadstuffs, dairy produce, pork 
products, lumber, furniture, agricultural im- 
plements, and other manufactures of wood, 
steel, and cotton, of which the great Missis- 
sippi Valley has a superabundance, and its in- 
habitants will form the best customers for the 
fruits, coffees, sugars, and: other produce they 
will want to sell in exchange. Hence it is 
legitimate to expect that New Orleans will be 
found the most important port of inflow and 
outgo for the commercial streams that must 
soon be set in motion as a result of adopting 
the policy of reciprocal trade, and that Chi- 
cago will constitute the principal inland focus 
for collection and distribution of this foreign 
business. The opening up of this intercom- 
munication will be of especial value as a 
prelude to and preparation for the great Fair. 
It will enable the peoples of the countries of 
Pan-America to come here in vast numbers, 
bring and send their goods for exhibition on a 
large scale, and get acquainted with the needs 
and powers of the inhabitants of the valley 
through which flows the Father of Waters on 
its way to the’sea.

Now the size of these horses as represented 
by the Egyptian artist is not abnorinally 
small in proportion to the warriors.

Plodding Genius. 

A plodding genius at the East has carried out 
an immense work of the prosaic sort, but with 
a high motive. He has undertaken to prove 
the wholeness of the Bible, and ite claims to be 
regarded as a perfect book, by one author, by 
counting up the number of times that the 
most prominent words occur in the several di- 
visions of the volume. He has further de- 
duced the remarkable facts that these “* times” 
are in every case multiples of the squares or 
cubes of small numbers. [t would not inter- 
est the gerieral reader to publish the long ta- 
ble by which he makes his points clear, but 
that is unnecessary to a statement of his lead- 


ing conclusions. ‘ 

The New Testament consists of 27 books, 
and ‘27 is the cube of 3. These wore written 
by 8 persons, and 8is the cube of 2% The 
whole Bible was written by 36 men, and 36 is 
the square of 2 multiplied into the square of 3, 
while its authorship covers a range of 1,600 
years, and 1,600 is the fourth power of 2 into 
the square of 10. The name of Jesus ie used 4 
times in Titus,12 timesin II. Thessalonians, 
9 times in II. Pete?, 27 times in II. Corinthians, 
and 8& times in Luke, the’ latter nuinber 
being 4 times 3 into 4 plus 3, etc. The 
words Christ, Simon (Peter), and others fol- 
low the same law in the New Testament, and 
so do Moses, Aaron, , and Jacob in 
Old. The word Father, when meaning God, 
is used 44 times in Matthew, 121 times in 
John, 14 times in Luke, 21 t in Mark, and 
77 times in the rest of the books of the New 
Testament. But restoring the word in Mark 
xi. 26, which is omitted in the revised version, 
we have it used 22 times in Mark and 280 
times in the whole book. In other words, 
“Father” occurs always a number of Lis, 
unless, as in the case of Luke, its place is 
taken by a perfect square, and the total for 
the book is 5 times 7 times the-cube of 2. 

The Book of Revelation is a perfect treas- 

of sevens. Oneof the most curious re- 
sults brought out is that with regard to,the 
word Aaron. occurs in the Old 
Testament 443 times, out of which 
nothing can be made, but when to this is 
added the five times 1t occurs in the new, the 
total is 448, which is the cube of 4 taken 7 
times. In -regard to this curious result, the 
author says: ‘“‘If there was a conspiracy’ on 
the part of the Bible writers to make this out, 
then some 1,500 years before Christ Moses 
must® have determined on~ the number and 
used the word 299 times, left orders to: Joshua 
to use it only 6 times, and to tell the future 
writers each to take the name only a given 
number of times so as to bring, after 1,600 
years, the exact result of 7 times the cube 
of 4.’ 

For any single one of the many words thus 
considered the fact of its being just so 
many times as to produce a multiple of a 
small number may be ed as an acci- 
dent, but that such a fact can be deduced in 
relation to a large number of words, and those 
the prominent ones in the volume, is certainly 
astunishing, and furnishes ground for rt 
of the claim that the whole thing was ped 
out beforehand on a plan by the side of which 
the Cabala is puerility itself. This plan would 
seem to have included not only the writing of 
the several books, but even the subsequent se- 
lection of those compos the canonical list 
of the day. The scheme, however, is carried 
still further. It is well known that the division 
into chapters and verses was made much later 
than the formation of the canon. ; Yet it is found 
for the chapters that of the 66 books (6 times 
11), 250f them havea number which is a 

uare or a cube, 11 have 7s or 11s, and almost 
al the remaining books have a number of 
chapters less than 7, where from the nature of 
the case the law cannot apply. 

The discovery here outlined, if it be one, is 
of curious importance. If there be such a 
law of formation, an extension of . the count 
ought to show that it has governed in the 
choice of many more words than those col- 
lated already, and if it be thus proven to hold 
good on a comprehensive scale it would form 
an argument in favor of the divine origin of 
the Bible more powerful than all those that 
have been brought to bear against it. 
Once prove that such a simple set of 
mathematica] relations pervade the volume 
and bind all its several parts into one har- 
monious whole, and objections hitherto raised 
against it, either on the supposed evidence of 
internal criticism or the external evidence 
thought to be derived from historical com- 
parison, will vanish like mists before the ris- 
ing sun. The Bible will then again become 
the touchstone to which all else must be re- 
ferred as to an indisputable authority, though 
it would not by any means be necessary to 
hold that it discredits the knowledge of Nature 
and her mysteries that have been delved out 
by patient investigators since the sacred canon 
was closed.

They Doubt the Advent of a Frock Coat 
Reaching to the Ankles. 

New York Sun: Of all the garments which 
the Puritanic fashions of this day have foreed 
upon men the frock coat is the most un- 
popular. It is affected by certain kinds of 
men because of its supposed dignity. It is 
worn by another sort because it is the correct 
garment for a certain time of day, for certain 
occasions. But few men really like it, and 
most men cordiglly detest it. This dislike 
was 80 widespread and so deep-seated that the 
cutaway coat was introduced, tolerated and 
even approved for many functions which 
were formerly supposed to require the frock 
coat. Now comes a bit of news from 
England, whence men’s fashions are “er eae, 
that will intensify dislike into malignant 

atred. This news is solemnly announced by 
a Londun daily as follows: 

‘“*The trock coat, which is just comingin and 
will be the conventional male garment of the 
coming season, has very long skirts, reaching 
within about a foot of the ground. The lapels 
are broader and more pointed than those worn 
previously, and theeffect is good in the matter 
of breadth of chest... The newest development 
only wants’ frogs down the front to look ex- 
tremely like an Old World surtout.”’ 

The more you consider the terms of this 

ragraph the more maddening the situation 

mes. The midd) ed men will recall 
faintly a certain garment in which their fathers 
were invariably clad in the days long agone. 
This garment was an affair with immense 
shoulders nderous lapels, a tightly drawn 
waist, and thin voluminous skirts that flapped 
about the shinbones as they walked. It was a 
very rig age of a garment. As the years 
passed tails of this atrocity decreased, the 
waist loosened up, and the gathering disap- 
peared. The modern frock coat, an improve- 
ment, but still a nuisance, was evolved. 

True, ministers and statesmen and hack- 
woods magnates still clung to the long skirts, 
but in a form far modified from the original 
fashionable coat of fifty years ago. This coat 
itself was a revival of the coat of the time of 
Napoleon I. and the Duke of Wellington. But 
it must be said in favor of that coat that it 
was used rather as an overcoat and had frogs 
and loops to set it off. 

Now comes the news that after half a cent- 
ury of well-merited retirement this ancient 
and hideous garment is to return among us. 
lt has lost none of its gravating features. 
There will be the full skirts, the wide lapels, 
the heavy shoulders. It will not have the re- 
deeming features of the frogs and loops, as it 
will not be an overcoat. 

The most astonishing thing of all about the 
new coat is that it took the most inopportune 
time to appear. Itdid not wait until ‘fall, 
when the chill air would make its warmth 
comfortable. It comes in the spring, when 
lighter clothing should be worn. ~ 

A Sun reporter saw several of the leading 
tailors of the city about this unwelcome ar- 
rival heralded in the English papers. None 
of them had heard of it. They are agreed 
that the coat would never be generally worn 
in this country and they were disposed to 
think that Englishinen even would not take 
kindly to it. One English tailor who is in the 
city collecting bills had not heard of the coat. 
He said he thought the announcement was a 
little premature, as the frock coat could never 
suddenly increase its length to suchan aston- 
ishing degree. 

The frock coat has been worn rather shorter 
than usual in New York. It has been but lit- 
tle longer than the ordinary cutaway. In En- 
gland the skirts have been somewhat longer, 
and a few New York men, affecting the ex- 
treme of English fashions, have worn frock 
coats with skirts reaching to the knees. Even 
these men will be unprepared fora coat that 
extends half-way between the knee and the 
ankle, and which will mortify male flesh and 
make it look like the dear Baron in “Er. 
minie.”’

**We hope to enact a free coinage law at the 
next session of Gongress,’’ said Senator Henry 
M. Teller yesterday. The silver Senator of 
Colorado is a guest at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
and will remain im the city a few day for rest 
before going horhe. “‘ Thére will be consider- 
ably more than.a two-tifirds.

New York are official, it is hardly probable 
that there will be any marked alterations of 
the Administration’s views. This matter of 
making gold the only standard may create 
much trouble in the Republican party and 
may cause the ertire reorganization of parties 
on new lines.

Something About the Two-Score Immortals 
ofthe French Academy. 
The election of Minister de Freycinet to a 
chair in the French Academy, a distinction 
long looked upon as a recognition of literary 
eminence, is likely to be received in France 
with some derision. It has been said of the 
Academy that “court intrigue, rank, and 
finesse have too often prevailed over real 
merit and honesty.’ Daudet, in the recent 
book, ** The Immortal,”” has said there are 
three doors to the Academy, those of talents, 
of rank, end of station, at «work 
is an exposition of the kind of 
finesse ty opate By y ™ 
aspiring author is seen courting not only t 
Academicians, but their wives; and the wife 
of one aged member reminds him of a “* mot” 
of hisown: “ You said that my caps smelt of 
tobacco smoke although you never smoked—a 
witticism, my dear, brought you more 
fame than ever your books have.” This was 
an instance of the wife of an as author 
courting the Academicians. If M. Frey- 
cinet, Minister ot Foréign Affairs and of War, 
nicknamed ‘the little white mouse,” has s 
cially distinguished himself in 
field of letters, fact is not 
aes rg known to the exterior 
world. In fact, his election may safely be 
taken as another instance in which exaited 
station has proved the sufficient qualification. 
Away back in 1629 a group of literary friends 
at Paris mgr ps a practice of meeting vey 
at a house of one of them. Mostly they talked, 
but when one had written anything he read it 
and it was discussed. The p ing came 
to the ears of Cardinal Richelieu, who offered 
,them a charter they dared not decline. The 
charter members numbered eight; the total 
number was limited to forty. This number 
was not filled for nearly ten years, 
The French have a saying for a 
man of great powe7s he is 
“* strong as four,” which has been applied in 
a sinister sense to the Academucians: “* They 
are forty, and they are strong as four.”’ Their 
nickname, “the Immortals,” has glso an 
agreeable flavor of irony. Thus the French 
Academy preceeded by nearly 100 years that of 
Spain, which was founded next. By the terms 
of its charter it was pledged te compose 
a dictionary, @ grammar, & treatise on 
rhetoric, and one on poetry. The pur- 
pose of the Academy was declared 
‘to be “‘to give rules to the language and to 
render it pure, eloquent, and capable of treat- 
ing the arts and sciences; to cleanse it from 
the impurities it had contracted in the mouths 
of the common people, from the jargon of the 
lawyers, from the misusages of ignorant 
courtie and the abuses of the pul- 
pit.” e diction and treatises above 
mentioned were thought to be suitable means 
to these ends. M. Vaugelas.was made Pres- 
ident of the Dictionary Committee with a 
pension of 2,000 francs. The Cardinal re- 
marked that he would not forget the 
word “pension” in the dictionary. “No, 
Monseigneur,”’ replied se and still 
leas tae word ‘ gratitude.’”’ dictionary 
gave instant stability to the French tongue at 
a time when all others were in a state of flux. 
It also conferred comparative precision in the 
meaning of words. is kind of cultivation 
speedily develo the quality of verbal ele- 
gance. French became the common lan- 
gu of court.circles and of diplomacy. The 
academy had been a bare fifty years in exist- 
ence before Courier launched at it the same 
satire of which it is the object today. 
‘* Among a company of men professing learn- 
i or wit none cares to invite an 
abler than himself, but would rather be 
excelled in point of rank or wealth, A Duke 
or a peer of France adorns an academy which 
neglects Boileau, rejects La Bruyére, _— 
pones Voltaire, but hastens to embrace Chap- 
elain. and Conrart.”” Yet,a few years later, 
Boileau was elected, and, still later, La 
Bruyére; and itis -the fact that ameng the 
names of the first rank in French literature 
very few have not been enrolled in the Acad- 
emy. To Moliére, rejected as a player, they 
have long since made the apojogy of placing 
his bust in their hail with the inscription, ‘‘ To 
his glory naught is lacking; Ours lacks his 
naan’ Dessagiin was ineligible as residing 
in Holland. Searron was copfined to his 
houge by paralysis. Pascal’s Provincial 
Letters nad barely appeared when -he 
betook himself to Pert as (a 
recluse. These aresame of thenames that ap- 
peared to warrant Courier’s sarcasm. With its 
shortcomings, Matthew Arnold, Taime, and 
Renan agree that the French Academy has 
done great work. Renan would credit itwith 
one chef d’a@uvre, the French language. 
Taine will have it that the influence of the 
Academy has been to give the language 
flexibility, brilliancy, and polish at the 
expense of its masculine qualities, its origi- 
nality, its spontaneity, its vigor, ite natural 
racer, while Arnold thinks it has barred from 
‘rench literature an eccentricity, a provincial 
spirit, a coarseness which, in his opinion, are 
barely compensated by English genius. 
1795 the Academy was incorporated with the 
Institute as one of its branches. This dero- 
gated from its character as a high literary 
court’ to maintain intellectual unity and pro- 
test against innovation. Taine a that 
‘“‘ Bonaparte had thought of reéstablishing its 
ancient privileges; but it had in his eyes one 
fatal defect—wit. Kings of France could con- 
done a witticism even against themselves, a 
parvenu could not.”—New York Evening Sun.

“ While’on this matter of appropriations,”’ 
continued Senator Allison, “it should not be 
supposed that there has been an increase all 
along the line, ‘ For instance, the army appro- 
priations of the two Congresses are almost 
identical, the Diplomatic and Consular bill 
has been cut down by about $40,000, while the 
Military Academy appropriation is reduced 
$380,000, And I almost forgot to mefition 
that in the general increase in which our West- 
ern farmers are interested you must count the 
provision made for postal aid in carryimg out 
Secretary Blaine’s reciprocity ideas. I think 
that it was about $1,000,000.” . 

** Will the next Congress have any surplus to 
begin with?’’ 

The Chairman of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee paused, reflectively. ‘‘Yes,’’ he said, 
after a moment, “I tl.ink it will. I think it 
will have a surplus of about $60,000,000. That 
will include the fractional silver for the re- 
coinage of which we have made provision. 
That amount is a good working balance and 
is enongh. Speaking from my experience in 
Congress I should say decidedly that a big 
surplus in the Treasury is not a good thing. 
When it is known the money is there many.a 
bill gets through which would not be passed 
if the means of meeting the expenditure were 
not ready at hand.

Palmer the United. States Senator from Illi- 
nois. The five stalwart Republicans, they 
claim, will never come into line for Mr., 
Streeter, and the result will be, they think, 
that Cockrell and Moore, becoming wearied 
of Republican procrastination and broken 
promises, will suddenly desert their political 
allies and vote for John M. Paimer for United 
States Senator. : 

Upon one point only are both parties agreed, 
that there will be a Senator elected this week. 
This prediction, however, has been tmade 
many times before and nevér verified; but 
the general belief that the contest has now 
assumed a tension whch will stand no further 
delay gives rise to the prevalent conviction 
that this week will end the struggle. The re- 
iterated assertions of the F. M. B. A. members 
give strength to this conviction. They insist 
tonight that the Republicans must deliver 
their full vote to Streeter Tuesday or negotia- 
tions with that party will be abandoned and 
radical steps taken to end the contest.

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WILL TEST NEW SMOKELESS POW DERS 


The Government Secures Samples from 
France and Germany. 

Wasuinetrox, LD. C., March 8.—[Special.]— 
Late advices received by army ordnance offi- 
cers from abroad indicate marked improve- 
ment in the development of smokeless pow- 
ders during the last few months. So success- 
ful have some of the experiments in Germany 
and France been that our afficials are ‘pre- 
pared to believe that the problem has at last 
been solved and that the day of black and 
high power, as 


brown prismatic powders 
well as small guns, is past. : 

The highest velocities and Soweet pressures 
ever obtained from an 8inch gun were those 
developed with some of the Nobel (German) 
smokeless powder used in a Krupp gun a short 
time ago. Splendid results were also recently 
obtained by the French-with @ new smokeless 
powder tried in a gun of #ineh caliber. Our 
army officials were so struck with the success 
of these powders that negotiations were at 
once made for samples for experiment in this 
country. 

The French samples will be tried in the new 
3.2 inch siege guns and the German in eight 
and ten inch guns. As néaf as can be judged 
from the data received the ‘ordnance officials 
say that all the objections which have hitherto 
existed with the various brands of smokeless 
powder have been overcome, and the German 
powder particularly is a perfect in 
every respect, This powder is said to be per- 
fectly indifferent to ss, Samples hav- 
ing been fired successfully? t “being sub- 
merged in water for half ah hour,, It 
with perfect regularity and is much freer from 
smoke than most of the so-called smokeless 
powder. In the air it burns witha quiet 
flame and absolutely without smoke. Its 
principal ingredients are believed to be nitro- 
glycerine and collodion cotton. 


WIMODAUGHSIS ENOWS NO COLOR LINE. 


That Is Miss Mary Desha’s Reason for Re- 
signing the Secretaryship. 

Wasurneros, D. C., March 6.—([Special.]— 
Miss Mary Desha, a sister-in-law of Congress- 
man W. C. P. Breckinridge of Kentucky, has 
resigned the Secretaryship of the Wimo- 
daughsis, an organization with which Susan 
B. Anthony, the Rev. Anna Shaw, and other 
women suffragists are identified. Miss Fan- 
nie Smith, the colored principal of a local 
school, received a ticket admitting her to the 
typewriting class. Miss Desha protested and 
appealed to President Anna Shaw. That offi- 
cial in a vigorous address declared that no 
color line must be drawn in the or- 
ganization, and in this she was sus- 
tained by other members of the Governing - 
Board. Miss Desha indignantly severed her 
connection with the association. In doing so 
she argued that she could not entertain the 
idea of admitting colored people on an equal- 
ity with whites. Continuing she said: “ White 
ladies do not want the colored people to take 
part in their social entertainments; if colored 
women are allowed to become members there 
is nothing to prevent them bringing in colored 
men. I feel that I have been treated out- 
rageously, and in this belief T am sustained 
not only by the Southern lady stockhold- 
ers but by the ladies who are not women suf- 
fragists. The trouble all lies with the women 
suffragists, who, to be true to the doctrine of 
equality, must advocate the admission of ne- 
groes.”” Miss Anthony and ,other leading 
spirits in Wimodaughsis say to draw the color 
line would be directly contrary to the princi- 
ples of the organization.

SALARIES OF WORLD’S FAIR OFFICIALS. 


The Treasury Department to Fix Upon the 
Amounts to Be Paid. 
Wasnineron, D, C., March 8.—[Special. ]— 
The Treasury Dupartment will probably re- 
adjust the World’s Fair salaries by the end of 
the week. Acting Secretary Nettleton said 
this afternoon he thought that would be time 
enough. Wmile Congress has been fairly 
liberal in restoring the House provision it will 
nevertheless be impracticable to keep up the 
present scale.

T es March 8.—There is 
excitement in Moledo tonight over the mys- 
terious suicide of a well-dressed stranger. 

Friday night a young man registered at the 
Boody House as Charles J. Edwards but gave 
no place of residence. 

About 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon . the 
Rev. Father F. Quigley, a prominent Catho 
priest, called up the Boody House and asked 
if Edwards was there, receivirig an affirmative 
reply. Later he called up the Chief of Police 
and notified him he feared Edwards intended 
to commit suicide. The chief promptly in- 
vestigated, and had a bell-boy climb over 
the. transom and open the door. On 
going in they found the man dead. On’ 
stand near by were six ounce vials of lauda- 
num, one vial of aconite, one of agueous ex- 
tract of opium, and one of prussic acid. In the 
grate were found the ashes of burned letters, 
and an €xamination revealed the fact that 
everything that might reveal th@ suicide’s 
, indentity had been destroyed except a much 
worn gold ring with the initials **M. N. C.” 

Father Quigley says the man came to his par- 
sonage Friday evening at 7 o’clock and asked 
to see Father Quigley. Father Quigiey took the 
man into his parlor. Edwards shifted him- 
self on his chairso he could reach his hip 
pocket and exclaimed: “ Father, I have come 
to Toledo to commit murder.”’ 

Father Quigley, who is a man of splendid 
physique, over six feet tall, reached forward 
with one hand and cried: “Stop! Would you 
shed your neighbor’s blood, and on Friday, 
too, the day on which the Redeemer gave up 
his blood for mankind ?”’ 

Father Quigley says that he then expostulated 
with the man, who finally said: “ Well, my 
mind is made up; I will take my own life,” . 

Father Quigiey finally obtained a promise from 
Edwards that he would not commit suicide for 
twenty-four hours. Father Quigley sayshe thinks 
the man came to murder him, and when asked 
why Kdwards should want to kill him replied: 
“You notice the Commercial this morning 
said the suicide wore a Masonic emblem?’ 

This was said in a significant tone and re- 
calied a highly sensational. sermon’ preached 
by Father Quigley about a year ago, when he 
claimed the Freemasons had sent a man.to 
ki/lhim.

A dispatch from St. Petersburg states that 
the Tolstoi Socialist Conimunity, established 
some time ago in. Charkoff,. has becn dis- 
solved, owing to the incessant quarrels among 
its members. To such a pitch were these 
differences carried that the owney of the prop- 
erty where the community was located finally 
became thoroughly disgusted with the cranks 
and dispersed them and divided the lands 
which they occupied among a number of peas- 
ant families of the neighborhood. 

The outcome of the Tolstoi Socialistic Com- 
munity is what might have been expected. It 
does not differ from the outcome of all the

‘many socialistic, communistic, and Bellamy- 


istic schemes of reduving men and women to 
a general’ level, whether these schemes in- 
cluded the reformation of mankind, com- 


munity in land and its products, or boarding-- 


houses and cookery places in common. The 
disaster at Charkoff was preceded years ago 
by the Brook Farm breakap, more lately by 
the failures in Mexico and California, and 
still more iately by the collapse on a small 
scale at Evanston, Il. All of these schemes 
started off with flying colors .and vigorous 
blowing of trumpets. All shared the com- 
mon fate. If any oneof them should have 
succeeded it was thé Charkoff experiment, for 
Tolstoi has been the patron saint of reforms 
of this kind. But even Tolstoiism in prac- 
tice failed to survive the eccentricities, infelic- 
ities, and weaknesses-of poor human nature. 
One individual may succeed, perhaps, in ex- 
emplifying Toleteiis religion; with two it will 
always be a matter of doubt. With more 
than two ite failure is as certain as the rising 
of the sun. : 

The despair of these schemes is the omission 
of human nature from the calculation. If all 
men and Women were saints they would suc- 
ceed, but they are notsaints. Far from it. 
There is an ineradicable tendency in human 
nature to dispute, to quarrel, to fight, to dis- 
agree, and to indulge in cabals and schisms, 
dead-level equality, ,When the Tolstois, Bel- 
lamys, Marxes, Schillings, and Tommy Mor- 
gans can root out the tendency they will suc- 
ceed im getting human natureon the same 


| level, and then they may hope to get man and 


woman to agree, and not until then. That 
time will arrive when the millennium comes. 


- HE SUBTREASURY FOLLY. .

, THE PENSION SHARES THBOTTLED. 
Almost the'last of the measures passed by 
the Fifty-first Congress was an amendment to 
the Pension Appropriation bill by which the 
old soldiers have.“been released from the 
clutches of the pension sharks and $8,000,000 
has been saved to them. The amendment 


which was passed provides:

The legal fee in these cases heretofore has 
been $10, or one-tenth of a year’s penkon. 
The saving to the pensioners by this change in 
the law has been estimated with substantial 
accuracy. Three hundred thousand claims 
are now on file in the Pension Burean. One- 
half of these contain no fee cdntract with the 
attorneys. Under the old law these fees would 


amount to $1,600,000; new they will amount 


to $300,000—saving $1,200,000, I¢ w further 
estimated that 850,000 claims will be filed 
under the Dependent Pension law. Under the 
old law the fees on these would have been 
$8,500,000; now they will amount to $1,700,000, 
a saving of $6,800,000, or a total saving to the 
soldiers of $8,000,000. , 

The fight was a hotly contested one. The 
Pension Agents’ ring, aided by Senators Quay 
and Hawley, made a desperate effort to retain 
the ten-dollar fee, On the other hand the 
opponents, headed by Representatives Dock- 
ery and Belknap and Senators Cockrell, 
Plumb, and Sherman, fought them with equal 
resolution and triumphed. All that the 
ring secured was the concession that 
contracts already existing shall not 
be abrogated. The victory over the pension 
sharks is a notable one. It is owing to them 
and their influence on legislation that the pen- 
sion laws have been drawn so loosely as to 
permit of every kind of crookedness. The 
fault to be fopnd with the Dependent Pension 
bill is not-on its merits. No exception can be 
taken to its good features. Itis jts bad feat- 
ures which merit public condemnation, and 
these were the work of the pension starks. 
They are the ones who filled it with loopholes 
by which the non-dependent and the unde 
serving can draw from the public treasury 
and thus make uniawful business for the 
sharks. So far as contraets are concerned it 
is a pity that they were not disallowed, for 
there is no sanctity in a contract made be-. 
tween greedand dishonesty on the one hand 
The whole infamous business was a system of 
robbery practiced by the pension attorneys’ 
ring, and the robbery was permitted under the 


sanction of law. Now, however, these sharks 


have been throttled. They will collect the $10 
fee where there 8 an existing contract, but in 
the future they will have but $2. It will not 
be so much of an object now to influence leg- 


islation or to practice dishonesty. The old 


soldiers have been saved millions and here- 
efter there will not be so much swindling. It 
was a grand Victory for honesty. 


ONLY THE ENTERING WEDGE. 

During the first session of the last Congress 
the Senate tacked on the General Deficigncy 
bill an amendment providing for the payment 
of French spoliation claims amounting to 
$1,239,000. The House Committee on Appro- 
priations made an elaborate report on the 
subject and recommended that the House do 
not concur in the amendment. It did not, 
and the Senate receded. During the last week 
of the last session the Senate made this same 
amendrient to another Deficiency bill. The 
House at first non-concurred, but at the last 
moment, with oniy about 170 members voting, 
it changed front and let this grabslip through.

To use the words of Chief Justice Ells- 
worth in a Supreme Court decision on this 
point, it was “a war limited in its extent but 
not in ites nature.” It¢is an unheard-of thing 
that a Government should pay its citizens for 
their losses ‘incurred in time of wat. They 
take their chances. The United States might 
as well be asked to pay for vessels seized by 
the British during the war of 1812 as those 
seized by the Frenclt at the close of the last 
century. . | 

Again, it is significant .that these claims 
were treated with scant consideration by men 
who were living at the time they originated.

THE EMPRESS VISIT TO PARIS. 


M. Herbette’s Condemnation of Chauvinism 
—Relations of France and Germany. 
Parts, March 8.—The XJ Xme Siecle pub- 
lishes an interview with M. Herbette, the
